Gem  Unc.  (Gem  Uncirculated)  -  The  perfect  uncirculated  item,  clean,  bright,  vivid, 
crisp  (where  paper  permits),  well-margined,  unimprovable,  without  folds. 

Choice  Unc.  (Choice  Uncirculated  -  A  lovely  uncirculated  item,  having  only  a  hint  of 
aging  or  unevenness  of  the  margins,  face  or  back,  or  narrow  margins  which  take  it 
out  of  the  “Gem”  class. 

Unc.  (Uncirculated)  -  As  made  or  issued,  but  margins  may  be  poor,  the  item  lightly 
aged,  with  border  trimming. 

Choice  AU  (Choice  Almost  Uncirculated)  -  Essentially  a  mishandled  uncirculated  item 
with  deficiencies  like  a  corner  fold,  teller  counting  smudge  or  count  wrinkling. 

AU  (Almost  Uncirculated)  -  There  is  one  fold,  a  teller  counting  smudge  or  counting 
wrinkling  present. 

EF  (Extremely  Eine)  -  An  item  which  may,  at  first  glance,  look  uncirculated  but 
which  has  several  petty  folds,  or  a  hard  crease  down  the  center  perhaps  with  corner 
folds.

Part  of  a  16,400,000  Peso  issue.  Issued  to  Henry  Meigs,  the  well  known 
American  engineer  and  Railroad  entrepreneur.  Meigs  was  to  build  a 
railroad  down  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  mineral  revenues  from  the  nitrate 
deposits  near  Antofagasta  secured  the  bonds.  The  railroad  could  not  be 
started  because  of  civil  wars  and  general  anarchy.  The  loss  of  the  coast 
in  1879  sealed  the  doom  of  this  project.

been  repurchased  by  White  on  behalf  of  LC&N.  All  told,  the 
Lehigh  Coal  Mining  Company,  an  unincorporated  partnership, 
had  very  few  documents,  and  for  this  reason  this  certificate  is 
very  rare  and  desirable,  VF.  For  further  reference,  please  see  H. 
Benjamin  Powell.  Philadelphia’s  First  Fuel  Crisis,  Penn  State

D  This  is  one  of  the  so-called  “First  Republic"  issues,  the  “Republic" 
being  set  up  in  New  York  in  the  mid-1860's.  Such  issues  were  one  ol 
the  ways  Irish  patriots  could  express  their  sympathy  for  an  independent 
nation  even  when  they  were  unable  to  participate  directly  in  the  events 
taking  place  in  their  homeland.  The  “First  Republic"  was  part  of  a 
widespread  movement  which  sought  redress  for  grievances  by  attacking 
British  interests  elsewhere.
